GRAND JURY’S “HEAVY HANDED’ 
APPROACH DRAWS VETERAN’S IRE 


PORTERVILLE - Strong protests to what he terms 
“heavy handed” approach of the Tulare County Grand 
Jury in requesting some veterans who claim a tax 
exemption to fill out a detailed questionnaire has been 
presented in letter form by Milt M. Hustad, of Porter- 
ville, to David McFall, chairman of the Grand Jury, 
with copies of the letter going to Superior Court Judge 
John Locke; Ray Holloway, a mernber of the Grand jury; 
Ray Longley, chairman of the county board of super- 
visors; Ray Muller, supervisor-elect from the Fifth 
district, and several news media. 

Background is that last September the Grand jury 
apparently picked at random about 1,000 veterans who 
claim tax exemptions, sent them a questionnaire to 
fill out relative to their exemptions, and asked them to 
return the complete questionnaire. 

“Where discrepancies are found,” said the Grand jury, 
“property owners claiming exemptions will be requested 
to. appear before the Grand jury and verify his claim. 
In event there is evidence of falsification, the Grand jury, 
if it deems it necessary, will subpeona records covering 
the property owner’s assets.” 

At the time this was done, there was strong dis- 
approval of the Grand jury move from several sources, 


mostly on the grounds that this was a “shotgun” approach

PORTERVILLE - First 
move toeliminate Alligator 
weed in Tulare county was 
started this week through 
a joint effort by the offices 
of the county farm advisor, 
the agriculture com- 
missioner, and the state 
department of agriculture, 
along with the city of Por- 
terville and the Pioneer 
Water company. 

Scene of the action is the 
Pioneer ditch below Murry 
park, where both fumi- 
gation and spraying will 
be used in an effort to 
kill the weed which was 
identified early this year, 
but whichhas probably been 
in the ditch and its branches 
for at least 10 years. 

Fumigation with methyl 
bromide will be used in 
ditch areas where there are 
no nearby trees; in open 
areas, a heavy application 
of Karmax spray will be 
utilized. 

Present plan for Porter- 
ville is to hit the Pioneer 
ditch from Murry park to 
Fourth street, then move 
into Porter slough working 
down the slough from the 
Pioneer ditch outlet into 
the slough at Grevilla 
street. 


Just how much work will 
be accomplished this sea- 
son depends on weather, 
since soil temperature and 
a low soil moisture con- 
tent are factors in control 
work. 

No attempt will be made 
at control in the Pioneer 
ditch beyond Fourth 
street, or further out in 
the ditch system, until it 
is determined whether or 
not the Pioneer Water com- 
pany is successful in 
financing a plan to put the 
entire system under pipe- 
line, since if the openditch 
is eliminated, control will 
be much less of aproblem.

in short the die will be cast for a number of years to come on @ 
basis of the December 20 annexation vote. 

The issue, as we see it, is not clearly pro or con on annexing to 
Bakersfield, per se. Rather the issue is the agreement under which 
the annexation is proposed — an agreement that is completely one- 
sided in that Porterville gives its $2,000,000 worth of college assets to 
the larger district, while the Kern district formally agrees to do noth- 
ing — not even to continue a junior college at Porterville. 

Under this agreement, we will have to vote "no" on the annex- 
ation. 

But we strongly urge the Porterville college board to expand its 
agreement with the Kern county board to cover three basic points: 

1. That in event of annexation of the Porterville district to the 
Kern district a junior college will be continued at Porterville; 


2. That two types of courses will be offered at Porterville. col- 
lege — terminal courses and college prep; 

3. That Porterville college will be expanded as population growth 
generally within ‘the Kern district and particularly within the Porter- 
ville area demands in order to meet educational needs at the junior 
college level. 

If it is possible at this late date to amend the agreement along 
the lines suggested, then discussion could center around the advan- 
tages of annexation compared to advantages of not annexing. 

Without such an amended agreement, no logical discussion is 
possible concerning the future of Porterville college as a part of the 
Kern district, since people of the Porterville district, under the pres- 
ently proposed annexation agreement, can only speculate on what 
might happen to Porterville College if it is annexed into the Kern dis- 
trict — speculation that hinges on future policy decisions of a seven- 
man college board, with a majority centered in the Bakersfield area — 
a board on which Porterville would have only one vote out of seven.

America, the Alligator 
weed is a serious agri- 
cultural pest in the south- 
ern United States, where, 
because of the humid 
climate, no real control 
method has been found, and 
where farm land has ac- 
tually been abandoned be- 
cause of the weed. 

Vince Schweers, county 
farm advisor, believes the 
weed would readily estab- 


elimination is being started 
while the weed is actually 
in a relatively small area - 
possibly 20 miles of ditch 
in the Porterville and 
Visalia areas. 

In Schweers’ opinion, the 
dry climate of Tulare coun- 
ty makes elimination 
feasible. Since control is 
expensive, he emphasizes 
the importance of elimina- 
tion before it spreads fur- 
ther. Experiments con- 
ducted at Visalia and 
Porterville, and work done 
at Davis, have developed 
chemicals and methods that 
will kill out the weed under 
Tulare county conditions. 

The Pioneer ditch in- 
festation is believed to have 
come from a lily pond that 
was formerly located along 
the ditch in Murry park; 
the Alligator weed was 
probably originally put into 
the pond by someone who 
thought it was a “pretty 
water plant”. 

Although probably
